We havo had translated by a well known 
smologue the tply which the Viceroy of 
Capton has nade to the Wai-wa-pu in 
ieference te the protests which have been 


lodged by tho British Authorities against |; 


the new tax on opium. recently enforced at 
Canton, The langnnge used by His Exeel_ 
lency ia very compressed and ditliculs to 
tum into ¢xact English equivalents but 
we think we have succeeded in conveying 
the real{menning of this interesting state- 
mint, : 
Yhave tho honour to acknowledge the 
receipt of your, telegram sent me from 
Pekin, forwarded by tho Fervign Office, 
and in-reply thereto, have alrendy ineéruct- 
ed the officer who has charge of the opium 
monopoly to examine into’ the matter 
referred to and report to nie. This he has 
now déne, and after a full.and extuustive 
examination, I beg to make the following 
reply. F ; 
The recantly issued opium licenses which 
imposed new taxeyx-upon those who sell, 
and those who amoke opium, do not affect 
the opium merchants, nor any that deal i 
raw opium. T-have not therefore in any 
waynintenfured with or infringed upon the 
original treaty regulations, Ihave already 
inforkied you of this by telegram. I have 
imposed no additional dutics or taxes on 
raw opinm. I hare not interfered with 
these chests either inside or out : 7 
Furthermore, both Indian and native 
opium, when prepared for smokers, are 
both taxed to. the same extent. I have not 
giren: any preference to the native drug 
over tho foreign. This anroly is within 
ithe rights of ong’s own internal adminis 
trition. - ‘a 
In regard to placing a limit on the 
time within. which raw. opium must bo 
propared, my purpose was to guard against 
worthless traders hoarding up a store of 
enses. The Government in Pekin havo 
with the English Plenipotentiary arranged 
nnd decided to stop the-imp-rtation’ of | 
opium in China. is sup resxion com= 
moneed on the twelth month of the thirty- 
third yoarof Kwang Sui.
